Although reports on the effective­ 
ness of the strike are supposed to go 
to the International headquarters of 
the six shop crafts unions, Mr. Jewell 
said he hoped to be in position to 
give information concerning m ost of 
the roads by tomorrow' night.

Jew ell predicted the strike wrould in­ 
terfere with traffic on the railroads 
of the country in a week and on some 
in two or three days. 
Asked as to the basis for a settle­ 
m ent of the strike, Mr. Jew ell said 
his letter to Thomas De W itt Cuyler, 
head of the railway executives’ or­ 
ganization spoke for itself.

ter demanded that the wage decrease 
for shopmen authorized by the U nit­ 
ed States Railroad Labor Board be 
not put in effect, that seven working

“EVERY LITTLE BIT 
HELPS” SAY WRITERS

CHICAGO, July I.—Amateur song 
writers of the country have been the 
victims of energetic pseudo music 
publishers who applied to their bus­ 
iness the theme of the ancient song 
that “every little bit helps,” accord­ 
ing to postal inspectors here. For it 
was by means of a dollar or more at 
a time obtained from ambitious writ­ 
ers and musicians, that the self-sty­ 
led publishers waxed fat financially. 
Probably $1,000,000 has been mulcted 
from the amateur melody makers by 
swindlers in the last twelve months, 
according to Frank N. Davis, postal 
inspector. 
The amateurs usually were asked 
to pay a lee of $4 up to the “music 
publishers” who offered 
to 
match 
melody with words or vice versa and 
publish and popularize the offerings 
of the ambitious ones. 
Eventually the 
amateurs, 
Mr. 
Davis said, were lured to send $1 as 
a registration fee in connection with 
any poems, plays, stories 
or 
addi­ 
tional songs. 
The authors were giv­ 
en “certiiicates” upon receipts

songs or stories which 
then were 
filed by the “publisher,’* the inspec­ 
tor said.
